immense help to the church. 
Dr. Haithcox presented “ The Board 
of Education and its Work and Power.’’ 
This Board has in charg e the new in­ 
stitution of learning, especially Carth­ 
ag e College and Midland Colleg e and 
the Western Seminary at Atchison, 
Kansas. 
These 
new 
institution 
now 
be­ 
ing 
fully endorsed, need additional 
support, 
and 
this 
board 
supplies 
the 
deficiencies 
to 
maintain 
these 
institutions 
as 
they 
have

ability so to do, and advise with the 
regular boards of these institutions. 
They also appropriated some money to 
Iiartnich Seminary, New York.

The extending of 
the franchise to women will also help

The speaker fortified his argument 
with good illustrations and while some 
of his statements mig ht be cla-sed as 
radical, the truth of his proposition 
cannot be gainsaid. 
This season, all the afternoon exer­ 
cises are deferred to 3 o'clock, which 
will make it impossible to report the 
proceedings of each day farther than 
noon, which will carry our reports 
from noon of one day until noon of the 
next.
